<!ays of old” akin to that tvhieh today surrounds 

the name of Man o’ War. Each was haileil as a 
supiT-lrerse and their eareers had this in cinninon 
—that they w<*re remrd-breakers par excellence. 
If it Tm* true that the first necessity of a t:reat 
race horse Is siweil; that the se<ond is more speeil, 
and that the thinl and last is still more speed, then 
Ten Itroeek and -Man o’ War were indee<l “above 
ordinances.” In the matter of siK»ed the one. as 
the other, in his day eclipsed all rivalry, particu- 
l.arly under the test of the watch. Roth simply 
- t»< y r e d irith the table ef ’’W^dd’a Records.” 

ertlablishinK new <‘rlterions which nuule former 

ones seem commonplace. -Vnd in the sreatness of 
each there was. or is. the same doubtful note. In 
the midst of Ten Iti'oei’k’s comjuests of the scythe- 
bearer the sevme criti»*s continued to complain 

that, while almost never lieaten by another horse. 
Ills racing; career was chiefly markt^l by easy vic- 
tories over medio<*re opiMinents. The same is true 
of Man o’ War. Neither of these siK*ed marvels 

ever definitely stamped himself a supreme race 
horse in the same convincing manner that other 
horses have. Their .-idmirers insister that thi:; 
they could and would have done. Ktven the pn'per 
op|M»rtunity. And they iMunt. in es|K*cial. to >lan 
o’ War’s trlumiih over Sir Barton as pnaif of their 
assertions. But everylsidy knows that the Sir 

Barton defeateil b.v Man o’ War at Winds«»r last 
tictolier was not within many pounds of the Sir 
Barton of former days, and the race in itself proved 
as little as did Ten Brwck’s defeat of Molly Me- 
I’arthy. And here ajrain we find a mirious simi 
larlty lad ween the careers «'f the two. Each s.-iid 
farewell to the turf in what amounted to a “idrcus” 
act — a commercialized and hip|M»dromic ^'xiliibit ion. 
the antiiMides of a simon-pun* “sp-ntiiis pioisisi- 
1 ion.” 

Man o’ War has lM*eii sent to the stud, surrounded 
with ulamour and ulory and the pundits are ex- 
ercisinu tliems«dves over the Ipiestioii. Will he prove 
a ;rreat sireV If Me taki* the case of Ten ltr<K*ck 
as premonitory, the answer will be disappointing. 
At least, a few of the stake Minners of t«Mlay 
enrry the blood of the champion of the ’70s. 
He founded no family of his own. For this the 
“figures” and “pur-sanjr” propa;randists have their 
ever ready explanation — h<‘ wasn't bred riuht. The»’e 
xvas too mmh native Anierieaii bhioil in his veins. 
And then, there was another imiK*rtant reason; 
Ten Ilnsok’s opportunities in the stud were an.v- 
thinj: but the best and they ended suddenly with 
his premature death, at fifteen years of a«e. 
However, he ^ot a4 least two ;:rand race horses. 
Brake Farter and Bersan. and a numbm* of other 
more than fair ones. 

HUMBLE ORIGIN OF TEN BROECK. 

There was no similarit.v. however, in the av.m.vs in 
which Man o* War and Ten Br«H*ck i-anie into the 
world. The former, scion of ultra -aristocratic sire 
and dam. >vas foaled in America’s most fomous sttid 
;ind from the moment he was fo:iled fame seemed 
his natural birthright. The latter’s origin Mas de- 
cidedly diffen-nt. In 1S30 .lames W. Eemvick of 
\ irKinia. bred a mare of obscure and disput«*d pedi- 
gree to Bertrand. The prmiuce Mas a bay filly, 
foaled in 1K3»5. She Mas named <Biiz :md Fenwick 
gave or traded her to a kinsman of his in Kentuck.v. 
i apt. .lohii -V. Holton. She Mas used by him for 
all sorts of imrposes and occasionally he raised a 
foal from her. In IS.V* he bred her to a horse 
called variously Brawner’s Eclipse and ('ounterplot. 
Mhlcli at that time was being used as a dray horse 
in the tOMii of Frankfort, Ky.. and, it is said, 
actually pulled a inamm* cart in that capacity. 
The. result of this uni<>n was a bay filly that Mas 
named Nantura and Holton gave a half interest in 
her to .lohn Harper, a farmer friend of his, to train 
and campaign. Harper also dabbled in race horses. 
Nantura jiroved a caiiital race mare. When retireil 
she was bred to Lexington and a filly called Fanny 
Holton, foaled IKdi*. m:is the result. l.;»ter she had 
a whole br«M»d of otjier foals, among them a colt 
by Le:imingtoii that won great fame :is LongfelloM’ — - 
a* mighty race horse :ind a great i>rogenitor. Fann.v 
Holton had Moinlerful speed, but was ruined by a 
jiegro exerciM* lad Iwfore ever going to the iwist. 
So .lohn Harper bred her to Phaeton. :i son of King 
Tom that Mas kmaking alwuit the “tall gr.iss” in 
Kentucky Milh none to do him reverence, despite 
his blue blood. Her foal (lS72i mjis Ten Br<MM-k. 

.V Mhole romance might lx* Mrittcn around this 
Imrse. .\ roiiiame that Mould nevertheless Is* 
eoiii|Nised of facts, .lohn llar|»er died Mhen the 
son of Phaeton and Fann.v Holton Mas a tMo-year- 
old and. Mith the rest of his horses, he became 
the property of .lohn’s nepheM Frank. Ten Broeck 
never had a professional trainer. He Mas raced in 
and out of condition and those mIio kncM him la-st 
said that he should never have l>een lK*aten. He 
loht several races M’heii a heav.v favorite to hors«‘s 
tlmt be Mas normally able to squander. -\ud at 
the height of his fame he Mas run for *2o0 purses. 
Think of that, ye turfites. mIio last Oitols-r sum 
.Man o’ War do his little :}!Ht.nOO act at Windsor! 
So, while . Man o’ War tops the list of America’s 
leading money -M'inning racers. Ten Broeck doesn’t 
oecup.v a place anywhere on their roster. With the 
sole exi'eption of the Molly MH’arlh.v match, it 
ia doubtful if he ever Mon a race that was worth

ner in 1919 :ind 'ren-Iiec in 19’J0. Obunbala m;is hard .after Felt Mith thirteen Minners, of Mhi«-h the 
hardy Dry .Moon sIioms the best record. The English, horse I.ight Brigade was third Mith tMelve to his* 
credit, of M'hich Rangoon showed liest in racing. Fncle came next M’ith eleven, none of Mhich Mas bet- 
ter than useful, .\mdlier young English horse. Wrack, made a iM'tter shoMing Mith ten. Mhich included 
the re.-il stars of tlndr ag<*. Fareful and Knobbie. Then came the first of the usual ties. Ballot. Golden 
Maxim, Jim tJaffne.v, Meelick and Mciiee. each having nine Minners in action. Gobboi .Maxim and Mctiee 
had no Minner of as much as :|(lO.O<Kt. but in that list Ballot was represented by Star Voter. Jim GalTney 
b.v the speedy filly By Jiminy and MeeFn k b.v the crack colt Fentimeter. Sires Mith idght to their creilit 
Mt‘re Broimistick. Luke McLuke. Su'cep. Tin* Manager and Zeus. In this grou|i SM'»*ep’s unbeaten son :iml 
Hopeful Stakes M'inner I.,«*onardo II. and Broomstick’s sMift running daughter Nancy Lee made the best 
re<-ords. Then Mith seven each <-aim* Assagai. Friar Rock, IIone.vMiMid. Jack .\tkin. Peter Pan. Runiiy- 
niede. Transvaal. Von Tromp ;ind Vulcain. In this band of nine sires Peter Pan quite outshoin* the others 
Mith his brilliant son and daughter Tryster and Prudery, th.in Mhieh better tMd-year-ohls are seldom 
seen. In Friar Rock’s son Inchcajie may be the making of a great race horse, but that is one of the 
things that remain to be proved. At auji- rate, he has the reeord of having been sold for the greatest 
sum ever paid for a lM'o-year-(dd.
